MOVING PICTURES 



One cannot help regarding with a certain amount of 
scepticism the statement of the fatuous French actress, 
Sarah Bernhardt, that she wished to preserve her art 
for posterity by acting for the moving pictures. At the 
same time the incident serves to illustrate one of the 
many interesting phases of motion picture development. 

This development has iu recent years been phenomen- 
al and merits consideration. There are several distinct 
phases of this growth, the industry which has sprung up 
iu connection with the manufacture of the pictures; the 
mechanical development of the films and apparatus; the 
consequent improvement of the pictures shown; the num- 
ber of theatres aud the civic problem they present as 
regards fire inspection and lastly, the effect of the pic- 
tures upon, and their appeal to the people. 

The industrial development and the lengths to which 
the producers of picture plays §0 to obtain material for 
their films are being given lengthy treatment in many 
magazines; there is in fact a Moving Picture Magazine, 
plays has not received as much prominence as other 
points in connection with them. The announcement, 

The mechanical develoomeut iu the production of the 
however, that Edison has now practically perfected an 
invention for giving a portrayal of the voices of the 
characters and the noises made by their actions, opens 
up a field for speculation as to the further growth of 
the pictures. The experiment has been tried in the past 
but with very little prospect of success. If Edison's 
method of sound reproduction proves as effective as is 
claimed, the usefulness of the pictures iu educational 
ways will be vastly enhanced, although the same state- 
ment also applies to the strictly theatrical end of the 
business. 

As regard the number of theatres there are two 
points of interest aud often of difficulty connected there- 
with. The first of these lies in the matter of fire pro- 
tection; a matter which has caused trouble for the ad- 
ministrations of more thau one city and which is per- 
haps even yet not as thoroughly attended to as mielit 
be desired. The second point and one of scarcely less 
importance is the censorship of the films. In many mun- 
icipalities this is not as effective as it might be. It is 
true that vulgarity and immortality are barred but 
nevertheless many of the films shown are of anything 
but a desirable type as the portrayal of crime is all too 
common. 

In regard to their effect upon the people there is lit- 
tle information to be had. They are of course regarded 
chiefly as a method of Amusement and entertainment 
aud yet they have an undoubted educational effect. From 
this point of view the lilnis which portray current events 
are of far more value than those which are purely the- 
atrical iu their appeal, although there is still something 
to be said for the latter 

Moving pictures have been used in many Sunday 
Schools and Y.M.C.A's. for educational purposes and it 
is almost safe to predict that, if they have not already 
been used in connection with university extension lec- 
tures they soon will be. There also might seem to be a 
field of usefulness for them in the Colleges although so 
far they have not been adapted to academic purposes. 
Enterprising American football and rowing conches how- 
ever have used them as a means of instruction for their 
teams and crews and have found them a useful means of 
pointing put faults in the plays and styles of rowing of 
the respective men under their charge. 

For the conveyance ol : I trmation to the people and 
as a means of causing then) to think, the pictures hold 
u unique position. They cannot; on the whole, fail to 
have a very powerful influence and they serve to convey 
ideas graphically to the mind of the individual of the 
laboring class, which h( would otherwise only form a 
vague conoeptiôn of. That this is thoroughly realized 
becomes immediately apparent when one considers that 
Ontario municipalities have si en lit to bar moving pic- 
ture plays in which American flag waving occured. 

It would be interesting to know what influence the 
close student of industrial conditions would attribute of 
the moving pictures. The growing desire for amusement 
on the part of the working classes is a feature of the in- 
dustrial situation considered worthy of a great deal of 
attention by authorities on the subject and it is safe to 
say that the moving picture theatres have in the past 
few years changed the situation entirely. The moving 
picture theatres far and wide throughout the land spring 
up, like the sons of the dragons teeth, from the soil 
which they immediately proceed to cultivate. We think 
on the whole that in the future the influence they wield 
will be even greater tha.il it is at present, ami it is to 
be hoped, on a loftier ûlanc. Certain it is. that their 
scope is widening every day, and that it is impossible 
to tell what further developments their future will see 
along mechanical or other lines. ' 

It is true indeed that the motive behind the industry 
is a desire for money. That the attraction exerted by 
them is almost altogether due to their ability to enter- 
tain must also be admitted, aud yet, they are serving a 
purpose of which probably both the producers and the 
public who patronize the theatres are unaware.
